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MAYHOOD AND THE HOMOSEXUAL © py Bos Baur _ 


The following is a condensation from a book recently published by Putman's 
entitled The Virility Factor. The book is authored by a local man and has req- ; 
ceived generous reviews in the last few weeks in both"Publishers Weekly"and 
our local media.

For almost half a century now, since the male sex hormone was first syn- 
thesized, scientists have been trving to tell the gay world their sex inter=— 
ests were caused by a testosterone deficiency. The consensus was: "They don't) 
think Like men because hormonally, they're not men" 

Some researchers went so far as to attempt scientific proof for a testos= } 
terone deficiency theory. One investigation that received widespread atten=- | 
tion a few years back was that of Dr. Robert C.Kolodny of the famed Masters — 
and Johnson Reproductive Biology Research Foundation at the Washington Uni- ) 





versity School of Medicine in St. Louis. Using the Kinsey rating scale, Kolony 
dny signed up 30 exclusive and almost exclusive homosexuals, analyzed their | 
blood for testosterone levels and compared results to that of heterosexual 
men. He found the homosexuals had only 60% as much testosterone in their 7 
bloecd as did the heterosexuals, There it was, undeniable proof that straights | 
are more manly than gays, and from one of the most prestigious institutions in) 
the country. : 
| But Peter Doerer, M.D., and his colleagues at the Max Planck Institute | 
for Psychiatry in Munich were not satisfied with those results. They tested | 
the blood levels of 32 homosexuals, compared the results to heterosexuals and | 
announced, "It is obvious that the homosexual’ group did not differ from the 
control group and there is no relationship between the plasma testosterone 
levels and the Kinsey ratings." Kolodny had found that the gays produced less | 
sperm than the straights, But Dr. Droerer announced, "The median of the homo-= . 
sexual group is 27% higher than that of the control group" -- the gays pro- 
duced more sperm, | 
Then in January, 197l., Keith Brodie, M.D., published in the American Jou- 
rnal of Psychiatry that the blood of 19 exclusive homosexuals had more male 
hormone than that of heterosexuals who had never had a gay relationship in 9am 
their lives, "You pays your money and you takes your choice" | 
But last May the balance tilted convincingly. Dr, Peter Doerer published 
another study, logically called, "Further Studies on Sex Hormones in Male | 
Homosexuals." Using 26 predominantly or exclusively homosexual males 20 to 33 
years of age, and comparing them to an equal number of exclusive heterosexuals 
Doerer concluded in the May, 1976 issue of Archives of Gsneral Psychiatry, 
"Although the homosexual and control groups showed a broad overlapping for al 
hormonal factors measured, highly significant differences between the groups 
were found without exception,” The differences ? The homosexuals produced a 
great deal more testosterone than did the participants of the control group, 
Certainly the studies will go on and on, but it's unlikely that Droerer'! 
findings will ever be set’ asides, It may even suggest answers no one has been 
looking for. For example, testosterone is definitely an aphrodisiac to women, 
and frequently has the same effect in men, Could it be that homosexuals, 
generally thought to be more sexually active than straights, are simply re- 
sponding to the aphrodisiac effects of their higher hormone levels ? And is 
it possible that these young men, with a greater need for sexual activity, 
tend to find other men with equally active desires in order to fulfill them- 
selves, rather than play the heterosexual game of wining, dining and pleading 
before, maybe, they get a chance to score ? . 
It may be that Droerer's findings of higher testosterone levels explain 
at least some of the popularity of the gay life, At any rate, it gives gays 
the last laugh regarding who the real studs are in our society.

Sally Gearheart and William Johnson's Loving Women/Loving Men: Gay Li- 
beration and the Church is an especially perceptive and powerful book due to 
its author/editors being openly gay people in the church tradition--Johnson 
ordained in the UCC and Gearheart a teacher in church-affiliated colleges, 
They join here"to present information and to advocate beliefs and actions 
that the church does not wish to consider" Various essays treat the history 
of the dialog between the church and gays, “the biblical perspective, and the 
gay movement in the church. While documenting much of the progress made by 
the church in relations with gay people, sharp criticism is leveled at the in 
stitution for all it has yet to do, particularly in Johnson's essay, "The 
Good News of Gay Liberation", with its detailed ind for the situation, The 
final essay, Gearheart's "The miracle of Lesbianism", is a powerful attack on 
the church's treatment of women in general and gay women in particular. 

A well-known classic in gay liberation writings is Del Martin and Phyl- 
Lis Lyon's Lesbian/wWoman, The authors, as pioneers in the movement and foun- 
ders of the Daughters of Bilitis, provide interesting insight into the deve-~ 
lopment of the movement,using a myriad of relevant personal anecdotes, The 
chapters on Lesbian myths , Self Imase, Sex Roles, Life Styles, Lesbian 
Mothers, Growing Up Gay, and Lesbian Paranoia, as well as being generalized, 
are replete with examples from the authors! lives and from the lives of the 
many gay women they have known over the years, One chapter documents especi- 
ally well the problems in integrating Lesbians into both the gay movement and 
the women's movement, One of the best books written about gay women, this is 
a must-read for men and women alike, 

On a rather lower level of significance is James Kirkwood's P.S. Your 
Cat Is Dead, a frothy, comic novel which is highly ie seagate ee only inter 
mittently amusing, The narrator finds himself desolate on New Year's Eve, 
his best friend having recently died, his girl friend anyanas left him, and 
having been robbed twice, with the only person to keep him company a gay bur- 
glar he catches and ties up in his kitchen, Unfortunately the ambiguity of 
sexual resvonse brought in the narrator by this situation doesn't sustain any 
interest,tension or comedy. The Broadway play based on the book was short- 
lived, and one can see wny. For light reading only, and non-required,.

The necessity for an amendment to the by-laws became evident at the September 14, 1976 mee 
ting of the Board of Directors when the task of appointing someone to fill a recently va- 
cated seat made us aware that an appointee could theoretically serve almost an entire two 
yearsterm without ever being elected by the membership. The Board thought it wise to re- 
medy this situation, and therefore moved to amend the by-laws so that an appointee to the 
Board would serve only until the next regularly scheduled election. This would minimize t 
time served by an appointee without a direct mandate from the voting membership. ? 


Thus, Article 6, section 5, which now reads, 


A vacancy on the Board of Directors occuring before the expiration 
of the term of office shall be filled for the unexpired term by 
appointment of a voting member by the Chairperson with approval of 
the Board of Directors. 


would be changed to the following; 


A vacancy on the Board of Directors occuring before the expiration of 
the term of office shall be filled by the appointment of a voting mem- 
ber who shall serve only until the next regularly scheduled election. 
The Chairperson shall make such appointment, subject to the approval 
of the Board of Directors. 


The above change shall appear on the election ballot at the December 19, 1976 meeting. Onl 
those registered as voting members shall be eligible to vote.

New Hope, a popular town among many gays, is in Bucks County. Two BuckS county commissioner 
recently got very excited about a catalogue ordered from the World Future Society, a subsi 
diary of the National Geographic Society. Among possible life-styles listed as studies ava 
‘lable. from the Society was homosexual marriages. Commissioner George Metzger accused the 
Delaware Valley Regional Planning Commission of distributing material that was part of a 
communist plot to break down the family and moral fiber of America. Commissioner Roger Bo- 
wers said he wanted everyone to know the Bucks County Commissioners in no way approve of 
homosexual marriages. One Commissioner, Joseph Catania, said to him the catalogue only loo 
ked like a list of resource materials for people interested in planning for the future and 
Saw no reason to get so excited. Since that meeting of the commissioners, Catania has call 
upon Metzger to resign over another matter —- that Metzger has frequently made insulting re 
marks about black and hispanic residents of Bucks County. 
Editor's Note: "Recent articles in the local media about a $6,000,000.00 deficit in Bucks. 
County's budget for the fiscal year 1976 and a possible 15 mill real estate hike to cover 
this blunder on the part of the commissioners lead me to question the competency of these 
elected officials." 
Also in Hew Hope, the charge of organized harassment of gays lodged against the burough co 
cil president were dropped in court because of lack of adequate evidence to support the 
charges. |
